Manila, Nov. HI.— The landing of 
American troops at San Fabian on 
Tuesday was the most spectacular af- 
fair of the kind since Gen. Shutter's dis- 
embarkation at Duiqueri. Tin- co-oper- 
ation of the troops and liavy was com- 
plete. Tin- gunboats maintained a ter- 
rilic bombardment for an hour while the 
troops rushed waist-deep through the 
surf under a heavy but badly-aimed rifle 
lire from the Insurgents' trenches, and 
charged right and left, pouring volley 
after volley at tile fleeing rebels. 

Forty Filipinos wen- captured, mostly 
non-commissioned olllcers. Several iu- 
surgenl dead and live wounded were 
found in a building which had suffered 
considerably by the bombardment. 

The l own was well fortified, the sand 
dunes were rivetted with bamboo twenty 
feet thick, which afforded a line cover. 

The troops cam [ted in the vain during 
tin- night, and in tin- morning <!em 
Wbeuton established his headquarters in 

a church and quartered nis n in the 

lioiisrs and sent the captured Filipinos 
h'-yond the outposts, with orders not to 
return. The inhabitants describe all the 
roads as practically impassable, and say 
they believe Aguinaldo has secreted a 
yach: ; ■ the river l<ouga|Ki, near Subig, 
'lor use in lii- flight when he finds liis 
rupl tire imminent. 

duesday was devoted to ri-eonnoiter- 
ing. Major Ivogan went northward to 
Santo Annu and burned the Filipino 
barracks. ('apt. Bucks' Thirteenth 
went to San Jttucinto and disposed of 
small hands. Marsh's Thirty-third 
went toward Magduleutt on the Dugupaii 
road, and had several sharp lights with 
-mall parties. They killed eight men, 
brought in twenty prisoner, und had Ave 
men wounded.

At a banquet in London yesterday the 
Duke of Cambridge, speaking on the 
war, said: " We ounht. never to have 
allowed ourselves to lie in the position in 
which the outbreak of war found us. 1 
could cry over the valuable lives which 
might have been spared had we been 
bettor prepared." 

SAVING THEIR SHELLS. 

The statement from Ladysmith thai, 
the British guns do not reply to the 
Uoer artillery because the concrete beds 
for the guns have not yet been hardened, 
is interpreted in some, quarters to mean 
simply that the British are husbanding 
ammunition, as the Uoer fire is only a 
trick to get the British to waste shells.

The police commissioners nl a 
8[Kcinl meeting last evening virtually de- 
cided upon an inquiry into the otllcial 
conduct of the representative head of 
the department— while they had the 
friendly advice or warniug of Oity Solici- 
tor Bradhurn that the public will not he 
satisfied with any investigation that is 
not thorough, open and conducted under 
ini th and with all the facilities fur the 
imparting of information thai are avail- 
aide under a royal commission. Such an 
in vestigia lion it was finally agreed by the 
commissioners should be held, although 
the date, place and methods of procedure 
are left for subsequent arrangement. 

In the meanwhile the already insulli- 
cient force is being practically reduced 
instead of increased, Constables Wood 
and Blackstock having assumed duty in 
the place of two members dismissed, but 
special officers Cameron and Johnston, 
each with considerable experience in 
police work in this city, have been " laid 
off," in disappointment of the under- 
standing by Johnston that he was to 
have the option of the first vacancy ou 
the regular staff. 

One of the new constables, Mr. Wood, 
takes die beat from Douglas street to 
the city boundary at the other side of 
the Jubilee hospital; the other is sup- 
posed to patrol Victoria West and the 
greater part of the North Ward; while 
Constable Carter maintains law and 
order nightly in the .lames Bay district— | 
from the outer wharf to .Moss street, 
with a widely radiating area.

Joubert's force in Natal 
Looking at it from a civilian's point of 
view, good policy seems to dictate that 
Ccn. Buller shall try conclusions with 
the Boers in .Natal, at least sufficient! 
to permit (Jen. White to retire froi 
Lndysmith in safety. The destruction 
of tlie railways 'in Ihe Orange Free 
State will render a rapid advance in 
that direction impossible, and it is al- 
ways possible that (Jen. Joubeii may he 
able to defeat lien. White's force before 
Gen. Buller can accomplish much in the 
way of invasion. If he could do so, 
and then move his victorious army down 
to Dui-ban, the Boors would have access 
to the sea, which is one of the tilings to 
lie prevented. Moreover, it ifi highly 
important that we should not permit the 
enemy to enter any further upon our 
territory. As the despatches say. (Jen. 
White cannot hohl out indefinitely, 
which does not mean that he cannot do 
so lor seme weeks yet, but only that the 
1 of his .supplies, including ammuni- 
tion, cannot be very far off. It seems 
highly importnnt, therefore, that he shall 
be relieved without delay. 

We do not attach much importance lo 
Ihe rumor that Gen. White is short nf 
ammunition for the heavy guns lirimglil 
up from the Powerful. Doubt liws lie 
deems it expedient to husband his sup- 
ply, especially as ihe Boer tire i- doing 
very little damaire- .Neither do we 
place any reliance upon the Amsterdam 
story of Mill ,,r our troops being either 
killed or wounded a week ago. 1 1' l.onl 
Salisbury knew of such a si-riotl.* less 
lie would hardly have refrained from 
mentioning it. or al lensl hinting at it, 
al the Mansion House dinner. 

The uthcinl confirmation of the reports

truce is unpleasant reading, and there 
will now he a general disposition lo he 
lieve the very numerous and serious 

-I. if" lit s of this nature that have been 

made. 

which has now fairly hegun, will greatly 
change the lace nf things. The de- 
spatches «ay thai even with his reinforce- 
ments (!<>n. Buller will lind it difficult to 
drive the liners out of .Natal without 
great loss of life. As Napoleon once 
said. "Due cannot make omelets with- 
out breaking eggs," hut we fancy that 
<!en. buller will In- strategist enough to 
discover a way of turning Joubert's posi- 
tion. Moreover, when he nuce regains 
control i>f the railway for the whole dis- 
tance lo Lndysmith, which ran now only 
lie a matter of a .short time, he will he 
able lo send forward plenty of long- 
range guns, and with these he can ren- 
der tile defence works thrown up by 4 llo 
Boers during the last month untenable 
It is only the comparative weakness of 
our artillery on the spot that has pre- 
vented Gen. White from driving the 
enemy away. 

SA MSBUItY'S SPEECH. 

Lord Salisbury's Mansion House speech 
was a notable deliverance. The remark 
ahl-' feature about it was tin- frankness 
and its resoluteness. .No one can give 
the slightest excuse for misunderstand- 
ing the attitude of the British govern- 
ment il! regard to South Africa. Lord 
Salisbury appreciates the gravity of the 
task in hand anil the great responsibility 
which Great Britiitin has been forced to 
.•isstiinc, but there is not a hint of wav- 
ering. The unpleasant duly is lo he 
discharged. There is to he no shirking. 
When Great Britain lias settled with the 



South African republics there will be 
no question open to cause trouble in the 
future. 

The references, of the Premier to the 
reports of foreign interference is the sort 
of thing that people like to read. Tho 
whole world is informed that Great Bri- 
tain will not tolerate any interference; 
but the additional statement is made 
that no nation contemplates such n thing. 
This talk of foreign interference eman- 
ated from people whose .ideas of the man- 
ner in iwhich international disputes are 
conducted are extremely hazy. For the 
most part they originated in the United 
Slates whence they were cabled to Eur- 
ope. The average United States news- 
paper man has very little conception of 
how nations conduct their a Hairs'. He 
has in his mind the senate of his own 
country, which with a view to inrluouce 
votes at an approaching election under- 
takes to censure tirst one government and 
then another. lie does not stop to think 
thai if foreign nations interfered in such 
matters as those engaging attention in 
South Africa, the world would ill 

ceiistnnl turmoil. Well-informed people 
never saw any reason to expect inter- 
vention, and doubtless Lord Salisbury in 
referring to the matter meant his obser- 
vations a- much for the ears of Presi- 
dents Klllger and Steyn as fur any oui 
else. 

The statement as to the future ol 
South Africa is as explicit as any oni 
has a right to expect. It is never wisi 
to jump before you have reached tin 
stile, and though the stile is in siclll 
there is some distance aim coii.-ddcrnbli 
rough country to he covered before » " 
get there. In the meanwhile we know 
the general lines on which it is proposed 
ultimately to deal with the South Afri 
call question, and it is clear thai the lw< 
republics will not he allowed to have at 
independent existence, hut that British 
paramoiti.tcy will take a form that wil 
lea re no question as to its scope. 

The references to Germany are calca 
luted to create a profound impression in 
Europe, for they show the existence of 
an Anglo-Germanic rapprochement, 
which means much for the preservation 
of peace. Especially is this true, in vu 
of tin- attitude taken by Ureal Britain 
and the United States towards each 
other. Lord Salisbury fell able to speak 
in terms of congratulation of the reh 
lions between our Empire and the great 
Itcpublic. 

Lord Wolselcy's remarks in regard t 
the preparedness of the army an' highly 
satisfactory. Only a month had elapsed 
Since Kruger sent out his ultimatum ami 
yet the commander-in-chief was able to 
say that an army of 53,000 men had been 
mobilized and that 44,000 of them were 
even then on their way to the seat 
war. In point af fact at the time Lord 
Wolseley was speaking the tirst troo| 
ships had already arrived til lite Cain 
He made the further statement that oi 
dors hail gone out for the mobilization 
of another army division, and if a third 
is needed it call he promptly slipplh 
The value of this information is ve 
great.

Empress of Japan Sails Four

A tramp steamer with a great carry- 
ing freight capacity but little accommo- 
dation for passengers — such is the St. 
Irene which urrivinl from the Orient Inst 
evening, uiuler charter to the Northern 
t'ncific Steamship Company. This is the 
tirst trip of the steamer to British Co- 
lumbia and it la likewise her first trip 
across the Pacific, for only five years 
ago she left a Sunderland shipyard and 
has since been engaged in the Liverpool- 
Georgia cotton trade, making in the win- 
ter season, when trade was slack, a spec- 
ial voyage or two. When chartered for 
the present voyage site had just arrived 
.a Japan from Philadelphia with a load 
el' coal oil. Tlic vissel's net tonnage is 
i nnil gross tonnage of :i,STt>, and she 
brings from Asiatic points, principally 
I'm- transhipment across the Continent, 
tiio tremendous cargo of t>,0U() tons of 
matting, curios, ten. silk. etc. Her pas- 
sengers were exclusively Japs, of whom 
she carried 321 nil told. Of these 21W 
landed here, destined fur Victoria ami 
Vancouver and 60 are for points in the 
United States. Being only a ten-knot 
ship, it took her from I lie H2inl of last 
month to make the run from Yokohama, 
although encountering the ordinary 
weather en route. Among the chief olll- 
cers >>r the ship are (.'apt. Attree, A. 
Sword, first officer; .1. Jameson, second 
officer; D. Evans, third ofllcer, and Mr. 
(.'lough, purser. 



TllOOPS ON THE WAY. 

Sailing From Qoeenstown and Arrival 
at the Oapc — Ninety Thousand 
by Christmas. 

London, Nov. 10. — The troopship Ba- 
varian sailed from Queenstown this 
evening, carrying the Cuunaught Bat- 
talion of Royal Dublin Fusiliers and a 
contingent of miscellaneous troops, alto- 
gether over 2,0U0 men, and a large quan- 
tity of stores. Crowds witnessed and 
cheered the departure of the vessel.

JAPAN OUTWARD POUND. 

C. 1". I!. Liner Called Off the Outer 
Wharf ' With an Immeuce Load. 

Not for two years has the outgoing 
<'. P, It. liner been so crowded with 
Chinese as was the It. M.S. Empress of 
Japan, which sailed last evening. The 
steamer did not come in to the outer 
wharf but lay off where the Maude ten- 
dered on her, taking out from Victoria 
three first class passengers and 148 Chi- 
nese. With these the Empress carried 
nearly 700 Chinamen and had she accom- 
modation, many others who applied for 
passage would have gone. Every part 
of the steamer was as full as the steer- 
age quarters, ami the shipload altogether 
was. a record one. The Japan goes out

BOOK ON EOEtt ABUSES. 

British Side Ably Stated by a South 
African Author— Case Strong 
in Equity. 

London papers are giving long and 
laudatory reviews lo Mr. J. 1'. Pitz- 
pn trick's book. "The Transvaal From 
Within," which is ranked next to the 
Boer ultimatum as an excuse for British 
hostilities. .Mr. Fitzpatriok's presentn 
Hon of the nnti-Boer side is strong and 
is buttressed by a host of important and 
timely details. As he was born in 
South Africa, lived for fifteen years in 
the Transvaal, ate! was secretary to the 

famous Johannesburg reform eoi ittee, 

he is ill a position to know whereof he 
speaks. 

Mr, Pitzpatriek was imprisoned and 
heavily lined at the time of the Jameson 
laid, and he makes no attempi In defend 
that Intrigue. He also admits that 
under the convention of IKN-l Great Brit- 
ain has no sound legal right to intervene 
in the Transvaal's internal affairs. Hav- 
ing granted these facts he goes on to por- 
tray the Boer abuses with similar frank- 
ness .and apparent fairness. The case 
he makes against President Kruger and 
the Boor oligarchy is the strongest ex 
parte statement yet made on the British 
side. 

Seven of the eleven chapters in -Mr. 
Kitzpatrick's book are given up to the 
Jameson raid. It is sufllcient here to 
note that he names Alfred Beit and Cecil 
Rhodes as the capitalistic loaders of the 
scheme, and that he admits the reform 
committee's association with these men 
and their invading force cannot be justi- 
fied. Ho does defend Jhe committee 
from charges of cowardice in refusing 
to go to the aid of the unscrupulous 
Jameson. The only now detail he gives 
is the text of a letter written by Dr. 
Jameson to Cecil Rhodes on the eve of 
the battle. The letter was concealed in 
the bicycle of the despatch-bearer and 
not brought to light until the machine 
was repaired by a mechanic months 
later. [To also gives a clear account of 
the arrest, trial and condemnation of the 
reform leaders, and the hard bargain 
they were forced to make in order to re- 
gain liberty by the payment of $1,2:1(1,000 
in cash. 

Alter giving a sympathetic account of 
ihe early treks and hardships of the 
IToers, the author adduces evidence to 
show that the annexation of the Trans- 
vaal in 1S77 was in accord with the wish 
of the majority. Their finances wore in 
a hopeless tangle, and they were in the 
midst of a Zulu war which they could 
j not manage. Great Britain paid the 
I Transvaal debts and crushed the Zulus 
1 nt a cost or $30,000,000. Then, says 
Mr. Fitzpatriek, " the eaten bread was 
I forgotten": the Boers, having received 
I the benefits of annexation, begun the 
agitation for repeal. Thanks lo the 
I liberty-loving Gladstone, they got it. 
| even ofter Mnjuba Hill. Then, under 
the leadership of Paul Kruger. they pro- 
I corded to misuse their liberty by insti- 
tuting a cumulative system of political 
oppression. 
| Mr. Fitzpatriek loaves no room to 
. dcubt that President Kruger is the head 
Slid front of the offending. Kruger is 
personally the most determined antagon- 
ist of political reform. Speaking of the 
policy pursued .against the Uitlanders 
and of the opinion held with regard to 
its author in the Transvaal, Mr. Fitz- 
patriek say-:

| cient, if equally distributed, to pay $200 
per head per annum to the totai male 
. liner population. The Boer policy is de- 
, scribed as invariably seeking to get 
something for nothing. 
It is evident from Mr. Fitzpatriok's 
| ind'e' — ' Hint independence means lo 
the Boors something totally different 
from what it means to Americans. If 
they cannot distinguish between moo 
tiros of just reform and measures dlrec 
ed against Ihe stability of their republi 
it is because, in the author's judgment, 
they realize Hint reforms will he the 
death knell of oligarchy, and that an ig- 



norant and incapable ruling class must 
go under. 

President Kruger is described as buy- 
ing vindicated the course of the reform- 
ers by his growing abuses in the three 
years since the Jameson raid. The raid 
tilled Mr. Kruger's coffers, it gave him 
European sympathy, and for the time 
emancipated him from the fear of com- 
plications at home. He drew the lull 
advantage from his position as the vic- 
tim of an outrage, lie abused his pow- 
ers, us he had abused the immunity 
granted by Gladstone in 1881. 

Mr. Fitzpatriek claims Kruger spread 
and army of spies through South Africa 
with a view to overthrowing British 
supremacy throughout that part of the 
continent. However that may 'be, ho 
admittedly undermined his position at 
homo. lie trafficked in concessions nnd 
monopolies, he overtaxed the Uitlanders, 
and in return gave them nothing but 
violated promises. The author deals in 
detail with the franchise, the railway 
concessions, the dynamite monopoly, tit 
judiciary and a hundred other practical 
examples of tnisgnvcrnment in the Trans- 
vaal, and shows how irrevocably the ob- 
stinate president has set his face against 
justice and progress. By his course in 
these three years he lias ruined an al- 
most impregnable position, his last act of 
folly being (he Hoer ultimatum. 

In the light of Mr. Fitzpatriok's revel- 
ations Ihe Ivoudon convention of 1SS4, as 
interpreted by Lord Derby, is a charter 
under which injustice and misgovern- 
ment are now licensed. It is patent that 
when Mr. Gladstone gave the I! 
home rule lie did not contemplate .any 
such discrimination between races as t ho 
corrupt and narrow-minded oligarchy 
has employed for its selfish ends. Here 
is where the author of the book makes 
a strong case. Ho bases his plea upon 
the natural equities of the situation. He 
succeeds fairly well in showing that the 
record of Boer intolerance, greed ami 
injustice is quite as black as the record 
of the pirat :-al milbonain s raid in 18% 
Here is Mr. Fitzpatriok's account of 
the murder of Trooper B'lnek: 

"The Moors when under control of 
their leaders have generally behaved in 
an admirable manner. It is only when 
the individuals, unrestrained by those in 
authority, tire left to exercise their 
power at the dictates of their own un- 
curbed passions, that the horrible scenes 
have occurred which have undoubtedly 
blemished their reputation. In connec- 
tion with the Jameson raid there was 
ine such incident — the shooting of 
Trooper Black. The unfortunate man 
tell into the hands of tin- Boers while 
out scouting, nnd was taken as a pris- 
oner to a farm house near Blaaubank. 
There he was tied up and beaten, and, 
it is slated by a woman who gave him 
water when he was half-mad with thirst, 
that his face had been smashed by a 
blow from a rifle butt. When unable 
to bear Ihe treatment any longer. Black 
slood up, and, tearing his shirt open, 
cried out: 1 Don't shoot me in the back! 
Shoot here! My heart's in the right 
place.' He was then untied and las 
alleged by Dutch witnesses) given an 
opportunity to escape. He mounted bis 
horse, but before he had gone fur was 
shot dead. On the appeal of Sir 
Jacobus do Wei the government con- 
sented to investigate th? matter; but 
tlic commandant in charge, Plot Grob- 
Icr. when questioned on the subject, 
merely replied: 'Oh, he (Black) was n 
very insolent fellow; we could do 
nothing with him.' The man who fired 
the shot despatching Black, a half-caste 
Boer named Graham, slated on his re- 
turn from Pretoria that he was risked no 
questions at the so-called inquiry."

Van Home May Yet Conic to the Rescue 
of the Dominion Government.

The remark attributed to Mr. Slmugn- 
nessy, president of the 0. P. H., nt Van- 
i'.. aver, to the effect that the company 
Had steamers on one ocean at present, 
and possibly might have them on an- 
other, has been considered to have refer- 
ence to the fast Atlantic service. In 
ibis counci l Ion It may .perhaps he recalled 
I hill Sir William Van Home, some tlmb 
before he retired from the position of presi- 
dent, bad an Interesting conversation With 
a Witness representative, In the course of 
ivliicli lie gave on outline of a scheme in 
Ids mind by which such a service could 
lie rendered successful from the start. 

la the tlrst place, the boats were to be 
i he fastest afloat. Nothing less than the 
possession of this advantage would give 
emphasis to Hie new Bcrvlce. It must be 
itlieud of what was offered la New 1'ork. 
'Il,e equipment must surpass everything 
i ei readied In the way of comfort. The 
sa ecus must he sybaritic la their lux u-y. 
There must not he a sharp angle any- 
where. Everything must In- soft and round, 
eil. The utmost elegance should mark ev. 
en- appointment; the table must be ot the 
lust; no though I of sparing expense must 
enier i he minds of those who hud to do 
witli tlds enterprise. For what was the 
object of the fast Atlantic service? To 
give, no doubt, an Independent Canadian 
service for passengers and malls, hut dsn 
to attract American travel, of which a very 
considerable volume might be secured by 
the St. Lawrence route If the particulars 
indicated were attended to.

Bach boat would 
be Its own advertisement. Less than llie 
best should not he attempted, The outlay 
Wan not to be considered. The results 
Were to be kept In mind; the t '. 1'. It. was 
Hot. afraid to spend money to make money; 
that must be done In every enterprise 
from which much was expected. 

This is a brief outline of (he Idea widen 
was in Sir William's mind.

To advertise through sporting journals 
or otherwise the inducements we have 
to offer sportsmen. 

To advertise any openings for new 
industries. 

To advertise (for the benefit of tour- 
ists) our magnificent scenery and beauti- 
ful drives. 

To get up and distribute maps of the 
city nnd near-by iKiints of interest that: 
would most likely interest visitors, giv 
ing table of distances, means and cost 
of transportation, etc. 

To write and distribute short, interest 
ing" stories about our fisheries, mines 
sealing fleet, iron foundries, naval sta 
tion and parliament buildings, which 
stories would he gladly accepted by the 
i evspapors ami printed free of charge. 

I i the above suggestions lor only part. 
Of them) should be carried oil I with 
proper business sense and wisdom, I 
have no doubt that the results would 
more than satisfy our most sanguine ex- 
pectations.

Sir: Our war with China in I860 was 
entered into with clean hands, not 
stained with opium. The war soon 
ceased; the Chinese had placed all 
their hopes of defence in the forts at 
Taku, guarding the Tientsin or Peiho 
iiver, the approach to the capital. These 
forts were captured without dilllculty in 
August, and Peking was shortly after- 
wards occupied by the allied powers- 
France and England. Eight miles to the 
northwest stood the park, gardens and 
palaces of the Yuen Ming Yiiau and 
Wan Show Shan, the Versailles of the 
Emperor of China. Here, amid an ex- 
panse covering fifteen miles square of 
ground, till the ingenious diversities and 
embellishments of Chinese architectural 
and horticultural art hud been exhausted 
to produce a terrestrial paradise. This 
beautiful monument of perpetual bright- 
ness was devastated and burnt by order 
in retaliation for an act of treachery on 
tlie part of tlie Chinese. The officials in 
charge thus explain it: 

"Imperial decree relating to Yuen 
Ming Viian: — Tsai Yiiaa (the Prince of 
Yi) memorializes, requesting correction 
for his own shortcomings and punish- 
ment for the officers who were on duty." 

" It appears that when Yuen Ming 
Yiian was thrown into disorder, the 
Prince and other high officials who had 
charge of the place could not make 
preparation for its defence. Their fault 
is indeed inexcusable', 

" Let a punishment for Tsai Yiian and 
eight others (who are named) lie deter- 
mined by the board. Ngan Ling bavins 
already been stripped of li is official rank 
and deprived of tlie Peacock's Kent her. 
but left in olliee, let his title as 'High 
Minister" he still further taken from 
him. As an act of grace, let him retain 
his rank in the second grade of nobility. 
" Respect this ! ! ! "
